» Teresa discussed the Project AWARE grant program and her work with the 3 (now 4
schools) that were given the grant:
o The purpose of the grant program is to build or expand the school districts in
partnership with state mental health agencies to:
= Increase awareness of mental health issues among youth
= Provide training for school personnel and adults who interact with
youth to detect and respond to mental health issues
= Connect youth who may have behavioral health issues or serious
mental illness and the families to needed services.

Children, Youth and Family Services (CYF) Presentation by Jennifer Humphrey,
Department of Social Services (DSS):

e Jennifer discussed that the most common services provided by the 11-community
center cover catchment areas.

o Specific services are provided through the community centers and they serve in
collaboration with the school districts.
